Gentlemen,  4 

'I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  'Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1947. 

The  birth  rate  has  risen  to  21.2  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
whilst  the  infant  mortality  rate  has  fallen  to  39,  a  record  low  level. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  from  which  the  area  was 
remarkably  free  during  the  previous  year,  aroused  interest  during 
the  year  under  review.  Measles,  though  prevalent,  did  not  reach 
epidemic  proportion.  'Poliomyelitis,  a  rare  visitor,  provided  eight 
cases,  and  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of  this  condition  throughout 
the  country,  this  figure  need  not  be  regarded  as  remarkable.  A 
smallpox  contact  reached  the  shelter  of  a  Common  Lodging  House, 
but  was  promptly  and  effectively  dealt  with.  Only  ten  cases  of 
diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  lowest  number 
recorded;  thus  is  confirmed  the  effectiveness  of  the  diphtheria 
immunisation  campaign.  These  figures  reflect  very  clearly  the 
saving  of  life,  the  effective  protection  against  disease  which  a  well- 
organised  Public  Health  Service  can  provide. 

Housing,  atmospheric  pollution  and  water  supplies  remain 
major  problems  with  which  to  contend.  It  is  useless  reiterating  the 
economic  difficulties  with  which  these  matters  are  inextricably 
associated,  and  progress  is  bound  to  be  slow  for  some  time;  never¬ 
theless,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  spectacular  success  with  which 
other  branches  of  sanitation  have  been  met.  Many  localities 
hitherto  rat  infested  have  been  cleared  and  remain  clear  under 
maintenance  treatment,  and  the  day  may  not  be  far  distant  when 
complete  extermination  becomes  a  reality.  The  importance  of  a 
clean  milk  supply  has  become  thoroughly  realised,  and  it  is  a  tribute 
to  the  work  of  Sanitarians  and  Local  Authorities  alike  that  so  many 
producers  have  accepted  the  higher  standards  set  under  the  Milk 
Special  Designations  Order.  The  vigilance  of  the  Department  is 
constantly  directed  Towards  the  distribution  of  food  and  over  8J 
tons  of  foodstuffs,  other  than  unsound  meat  slaughtered,  was  con¬ 
demned. 
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The  Maternity  and  (Child  (Welfare  Department  provided  an 
excellent  service  during  the  year  in  spite  of  difficulties  in  the  recruit¬ 
ment  of  Health  Visitors  and  'Home  'Helps.  Hospital  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  confinements  also  provided  a  problem  which  was  met  by 
the  generosity  of  the  West  'Riding  County  Council.  The  three  Day 
Nurseries  operated  to  capacity  throughout  the  year;  there  is  always 
a  waiting  list,  and  the  problem  of  nursery  provision  so  intimately 
connected  with  the  production  drive  remains  to  be  solved.  This  is 
the  last  reference  I  shall  be  able  to  make  in  an  Annual  Report  con¬ 
cerning  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  'Services  in  view  of  their 
transference  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  next  year  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act. 


In  spite  of  the  difficult  times,  good  sound  work  has  been  done 
throughout  the  year,  and  for  this  credit  is  due  to  the  loyal  and 
generous  support  of  a  hard-working  staff,  encouraged  by  the  sym¬ 
pathy  and  support  of  interested  members  of  the  Local  Authority.

There  are  still  numerous  private  water  supplies,  particularly  in 
connection  with  farm  premises,  which  have  been  frequently  sampled 
in  the  past.  Users  are  advised  as  to  necessary  precautions  where 
the  index  of  pollution  indicated  this  as  desirable.

The  circumstances  described  in  the  1941  Report  have  naturally 
progressed  to  a  more  chaotic  state  and  no  relief  is  anticipated  from 
this  until  the  'Government  authorise  Re- housing  Schemes  which  are, 
of  course,  under  current  consideration. 

30  recommendations  to  the  Housing  Committeee  were  made  on 
the  grounds  of  technical  overcrowding  following  65  investigations, 
5  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  relieved. 
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Since  the  operation  of  the  Act,  only  4,646  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  the  “permitted  number”  by  the 'Department. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  in  the  Borough,  solely  used  by  men,  and  they 
are  well  maintained.  8  inspections  were  made. 

As  a  result  of  Ministry  of  'Health  advice  re  the  danger  of 
Louse-borne  Typhus  Fever,  such  premises  are  inspected  to  deter¬ 
mine  from  the  evidence  available  the  number  of  inmates  who  are 
actually  carrying  lice  on  their  persons.  An  examination  of  the 
bedding  reveals  this  state  of  affairs.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Keeper  the  men  are  as  soon  as  practicable  transported  to  the 
Disinfestation  Station  for  appropriate  treatment  to  their  bodies, 
clothing  and  other  effects.

SITES  FOR  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

9  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  were  licensed  subject  to  the 
sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up  to  the  standard  specified  in .

Routine  smoke  observations  have  not  been  resumed  owing  to 
rationing  of  industrial  fuel  and  the  use  of  low-grade  fuels  which 
made  a  practice  of  successful  smoke  abatement  impossible.  Sixteen 
observations’  were  made,  however,  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
resulting  in  one  caution  being  issued. 

Soot  Deposit  Gauges.  12  monthly  deposits  collected  in  gauges 
situate  at  the  Public  Library,  ’Blackhill  and  Low  Bridge  are  as 
follows:  268  tons  per  square  mile,  IT 5  tons  per  square  mile  and  202 
tons  per  square  mile  respectively.  Corresponding  figure  for  the 
gauge  at  Morton  Cemetery  is  136  tons,  but  is  for  11  months  only 
the  bottle  being  damaged  by  frost  on  one  occasion.

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MILK  SUPPLY 


Production.  In  the  Borough  are  274  cowkeepers  at  279  milk 
farms  housing  approximately  3,691  cows  in  a  total  of  419  cowsheds. 
49  of  these  farms  are  licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
to  produce  “Accredited”  milk  and  21  to  produce  “Tuberculin 
Tested”  milk. 

Purveying.  There  are  242  wholesale  traders  ( 1 17  of  these  also 
retailing)  and  192  retailing  only  (the  latter  including  140  shops 
registered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk) .  One  shopkeeper  is  licensed 
to  sell  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)”  milk,  produced  and  bottled 
in  the  Skipton  Rural  District.  One  supplementary  licence  to  sell 
“Tuberculin  Tested”  Bottled  Milk,  produced  and  bottled  in  the 
district,  was  granted  to  a  retail  trader  during  the  year.  One  licence 
to  pasteurise  bulk  milk  was  extended  for  the  year,  and  the  holder 
of  this  licence  retails  pasteurised  milk  at  21  shops  in  the  district. 

316  visits  to  cowsheds  and  177  visits  to  dairy  premises  were 
made.

(b)  Corporation  Sewers. 

Sewers  throughout  the  whole  district  have  been  treated  for 
elimination  of  rats  on  two  separate  occasions  following  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  special  scheme  inaugurated  at  the  latter  end  of  1946. 

The  maintenance  treatment  in  October  showed  a  much  higher 
percentage  of  takes  than  hitherto,  and  accordingly  a  10%  Test  Bait 
was  carried  out  in  December  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  extent 
of  any  additional  infestations. 

The  Test  Bait  revealed  that  some  localities  were  quite  clear, 
while  others  were  earmarked  for  further  maintenance  treatment.

Verminous  Houses  and  Household  Effects. 

The  facilities  for  disinfestation  prior  to  removal  to  Corporation 
houses,  as  described  in  the  1938  Report,  are  still  available. 

50  inspections  were  made  of  315  alleged  verminous  premises, 
following  which  liquid  and  gaseous  vermicide  treatment  has  been 
carried  out  in  1  instance  by  a  private  contractor. 

In  addition  to  this  formal  action,  other  informal  action  in  the 
form  of  advice  has  resulted  in  numerous  other  premises  being 
treated  by  owners  and  occupiers  to  repress  vermin.

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Council's  Inspector  under 
these  Acts  and  senior  officers  of  the  Police  act  as  officers  of  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  purpose  of  granting  licences  and  other  administra¬ 
tive  duties.  A  summary  of  action  taken  by  all  officers,  Including 
the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and

The  Cleansing  Department  is  responsible  only  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  ‘Household  Refuse  and  Salvage,  Street  and  Gully 
Cleansing,  Snow  Removal  and  Street  Gritting  being  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Three  new  Refuse  wagons  were  purchased  during  the  year, 
replacing  old  worn-out  vehicles. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  During 
the  period  of  the  heavy  fall  of  snow  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
the  Department  experienced  great  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the 
regular  collection  of  refuse,  causing  many  complaints  to  be  received. 
Since  the  new  refuse  vehicles  have  been  in  service  the  collection  of 
refuse  and  salvage  has  been  more  regular  by  reason  of  not  having 
to  undertake  repairs  as  experienced  in  the  war  years. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  on  the  controlled  system  of  Tipping. 
At  times  the  Oakworth  Cemetery  Tip  has  not  been  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  state,  the  cause  of  which  being  that  now,  when  almost  all 
the  refuse  from  Oakworth  is  brought  to  the  iMarley  Tip,  supervision 
cannot  be  maintained,  and  a  few  local  farmers,  along  with  other 
Corporation  Departments,  are  Tipping  anywhere,  entailing  unneces¬ 
sary  labour  to  be  used  to  put  the  tip  in  order. 
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There  are  four  tips  throughout  the  district — Marley  1  (Main 
Tip);  Oakworth  2;  (Bogthorn  and  Cemetery);  Oxenhope  1. 

The  whole  of  the  work  is  now  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 
The  Oakworth  contract  was  terminated  in  June  and  the  refuse  and 
salvage  from  this  district  is  now  collected  every  fortnight.
